Happily 
there is really no need whatsoever to limit the 
appeal to such a narrow field. Atmosphere and 
experience may count for a good deal rbut there 
la no more in the theory that only the sons of 
farmers make good at farming than there is in 
m belief that only the sons of doctors succeed as 
medical practitioners. 

One section of the report of the Ontario Un¬ 
employment Commission which sat in 1916 has 
something to say on this subject that is .worth 
repeating. It observes: • 

The number of farmer® and agricultural laborers 
to Thd'TTifltea' Kingdom In not excessive. But‘It 
should be feasible to utilise other elements in the 
Population In lb® development of our natural re¬ 
sources. In the opinion of many who have studied 
the situation at first hand. It will be found prac¬ 
ticable to train dwellers In British cities, towns, 
and Tillages, for successful careers on the land. 

When the Royal Commission on the Natural 
Resources of the Dominions was sitting in Aus¬ 
tralia in 1913 a number of witnesses testified to a 
similar effect with statements after this fashion: 

My experience is that the town lad will learn 
til* work quicker than the country lad will, if he 
wants to go on the land. He is smarter .... 
Practically all the lads that come to us are from 
the cities.In Lancashire I met an enor¬ 

mous dumber of young fellows who- could drive a 
horse or a couple of horses, and who were a bit

There was some manoeuvring for 
position. The welt-ldrilled Macedon¬ 
ians moved obliquely across the 
Persian front, keeping good order;

ment to ths flank, opened gaps In 
, their array. Then suddenly the dis¬ 
ciplined Macedonian cavalry charged
